THE PARTIES AGREE THAT: 

1. DEFINITIONS 

In this Assignment capitalised words and phrases have the same meaning as given to 
them in the Sale Agreement save that the following words and phrases shall have the 
following meanings: 

" Application s" means the patent applications listed in part B of the schedule to this 
Deed of Assignment and any corresponding continuing, continuation, divisional, 
continuation-in-part, substitute, or renewal applications. 

" Patents " means together the Applications and the Registered Patents and any 
corresponding continuing, continuation, divisional, continuation-in-part, substitute, 
renewal, or reissue patents. 

" Registered Patents " means the registered patents listed in part A of the schedule to 
this Assignment. 

" Sale Agreement " means the agreement dated 20 January 2010 and made between, 
inter alia, the Assignor, RMAL and the Assignee under which the Assignor agreed to 
assign the Patents to the Assignee. 

2. ASSIGNMENT 

2.1 The Assignor is the inventor of all Patents, the Assignor is desirous of transferring, 
and the Assignee is desirous of acquiring, any and all rights, title and interests of the 
Assignor throughout the world in and to the Patents in accordance with the terms and 
conditions set forth herein. 

2.2 Pursuant to the Sale Agreement, and in consideration of the foregoing and of the 
Initial Consideration paid in accordance with the Sale Agreement, and other good and

2.2.1 Effective as of the 20 th day of January 2010, the Assignor hereby sells, 
conveys, assigns, transfers and delivers to the Assignee, and the Assignee 
hereby accepts, all of the Assignor's worldwide rights, title and interests in to 
and under the Patents, and any information and improvements disclosed 
therein, and all legal rights and immunities (howsoever derived) attaching 
thereto in each case free from all liens, charges and encumbrances and 
including (without limitation): 

(a) the right to sue for and to recover damages and other remedies in respect of 
any infringement of the Patents or other acts carried out by another person 
within the scope of the claims of any published specification of any of the 
Patents which may have occurred before, may be ongoing, or may occur after 
the date of this Assignment; and 

(b) the right to apply for, prosecute and obtain patents or similar rights or 
protection in respect of any of the inventions the subject matter of the Patents 
in any country of the world (including the right to claim priority from the 
Patents). 

3 FURTHER ASSURANCE 

The Assignor, for so long as it is part of the RMAL group, and thereafter, RMAL,

this Assignment.

The Assignor, for so long as it is part of the RMAL group, and thereafter, RMAL, 
shall on request by the Assignee in writing and at the Assignee's expense give such 
assistance as the Assignee may reasonably request with the prosecution to grant of the 
Applications.

If in any proceedings a claim is made within 12 months of the date of this Assignment 
impugning the validity of a Registered Patent or a patent granted pursuant to an 
Application, or alleging that the Patents infringe the intellectual property of a third 
party, the Assignor (or, if the Assignor ceases to be part of the RMAL group, RMAL) 
shall give all reasonable assistance to the Assignee and cooperate with the Assignee in 
relation to those proceedings (including by participation in the proceedings) subject to 
the payment by the Assignee of all the Assignor's reasonable costs in relation to those 
proceedings. Such assistance includes, but is not limited to: litigation and prosecution 
cooperation and assistance, maintaining and extending protection, producing records, 
consultants and employees, providing access and consultation with inventors and 
other personnel and consultants and execution of all rightful oaths, declarations, 
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assignments, powers of attorney and other papers relating to the Patents; communicate 
to the Assignee all facts known to the Assignor relating to the Patents, and any 
information and improvements therein; and generally do everything possible which 
the Assignee shall consider desirable for securing, filing for, registering, perfecting, 
establishing, prosecuting, maintaining and enforcing proper patent protection for the 
Patents.

This Assignment may be 
executed and delivered (including by facsimile and electronic mail transmission) in 
one or more counterparts, any of which need not contain the signature of more than 
one person, but all such counterparts taken together will constitute one and the same 
instrument. Except for the Sale Agreement, this Assignment supersedes all prior oral 
or written agreements between the parties with respect to the subject matter hereof. 
No modification, amendment or waiver of any provision of this Assignment shall be 
effective unless it is in writing and signed by the parties hereto.
